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The Newsletter has been published since 1975 
with myself as editor since early 1976. It has 
become less and less frequent In recent years.

This Is, probably, the last Issue of AFU Newslet¬ 
ter for a few years time. Unless a new editor can 
be recruited we will make a pause In our publish¬ 
ing and I will, personally, redirect attention 
and capacity Into other areas of ufology. The 
AFU Newsletter may appear again In the future but 
this will not occur before 1987. I will try to 
outline why I have had to make this sad decision 
which Is, however, connected to recent happy de¬ 
velopments for AFU1 
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At times It has been my goal to develop the AFU 
Newsletter Into a very Interesting and Informa¬ 
tive "Scandinavian Flying Saucer Review", a kind 
of digest of the very best from Sweden & Scandi¬ 
navia, but I find that my time & energy is not 
sufficient for such an ambitious project^espec1- 
ally since I have a heavy "civilian" workload 
(as a computer systems analyst/programmer) and 
since It has been very hard to recrulte cb-wor- 
kers to share the burden. 

As I see It now, the Newsletter Is a short-sight¬ 
ed activity that has given AFU a fairly good re¬ 
putation, quite many nice correspondents all 
over the world (I am sorry I can't find enough 
of time to answer all of your letters!), but It 
will not be possible to continue the Newsletter 
If AFU Is to become a more serious & respected 
Institution. Our plans for the future develop¬ 
ment of AFU and a continued publication do not 
match each otherl If we had the time & resources 
to continue we would very much like to do that, 
but other projects are waiting! 

In the year since January 1984, when I wrote the 
last editorial, quite many things have happened 
In AFU.

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One of the most substantial cases from the 
•I 1946 ghost rocket wave Is reviewed In this 
article. Clas Svahn , Journalist with Norr- 
bottens-Kurlren, a north-SwedIsh newspaper, 

"* recently located and reinterviewed several 
of the witnesses as well as the military man 
who was In charge of a prolonged search In the 
lake. To complete the picture. In details, 
notes from the contemporary newspapers and 
newswires - culled from the AFU archives - 
have been intervowen into the story to create 
what we believe is the most complete case re- 
port ever published on any of the ghost rocket 
wave cases. Still, recently received materials 
** from the Defence Staff files have not been In- 
corporated Into the story. We have not had the 
"K opportunity, so far, to analyze this wealthy 
archives material but it Is expected that a fu- 
* * ture report will supplement the case on this 
r point. 

I . General background 

50 meters from the shore of Lake KOlmJarv , about 
24 km west of Overkallx in the extreme north of 
Sweden (about 66'23''N 22'18''E), a mysterious 

object may have been embedded In the bottom mud 


since almost 40 years. During a two-week campaign 
the military searched every Inch of the lake with 
special instruments without any result. The lake's 
muddy bottom obstructed their difficult work. 

The summer of 1946 was to become "a silly season". 
All over Sweden thousands of people reported their 
sightings of unknown, often rocket-llke, objects 
crossing the sky, or crashing into lakes. During 
four days In July, alone, the Swedish Defence Staff 
received 300 reports, and when the summer was at 
an end an official number of 997 sightings had been 
recorded. (1) 


The objects often passed the country on vast tra¬ 
jectories and many suspected the Russians, who 
were believed to carry out experiments and Impro¬ 
vements on captured German V-type weapons. Dally 
reports filled the newspaper columns: On the west 
coast a square-shaped object crossed the sky on a 
northernly course without a sound; off Sundsvall 
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a silvery, oblong object surprised a few factory 
workers; and in Stockholm people watched a large 
luminous object with a couple of black balls trai¬ 
ling behind . . . 

2. The KOlmjarv sighting 

To farmer Knut Lindback (now interviewed in 1984 
(2) at the age of 68), and his maid Beda Persson 
(18 years old in 1946) July 19, 1946 was a busy 
Friday. Hay-making was going on. Knut and Beda wor¬ 
ked by the leaning shores of Lake KOlmjarv. It was 
11.45 - almost noon - and the sun was broiling hot. 

All of a sudden a humming sound was heard from the 
sky. 

- 1 looked up since I thought it was an airplane, 
says Knut today. Instead, I spotted a rocket-like 
device diving towards the lake. 

In the company of Beda he watched the two meters 
long, ashen-gray projectile falling into the water 
about 1,5 km away, near the south-western shore of 
the lake. A tall column of water emerged and was 
soon followed by yet another cascade. (There was, 
reportedly, no wood or other objects to hinder the 
witnesses' view of the obJect*8 trajectory (3)). 

- That it was a solid object of that I am sure, 
says Knut, who still remembers the incident very 
well. The object was two meters long and had a snub 
nose, while the stern was pointed. I thought there 
were a few small winglike protrusions on the side, 
but I am not sure. Everything happened so quicklyl 

The length of the water pillar was "a few meters" 
according to the first newswlre report, cabled to 
all Swedish newspapers (3). From contemporary news 
items it is further evident that there was no light 
on, or from, the object (4). The Swedish news agency 
TT reported that the two prime witnesses had heard 
no explosions (3), however, Lindback told Dagens Ny - 
heter that "there was a smashing sound, but 

this was probably from the water thrown up". (4) 

The magnitude of the crash is underlined, however, 
by yet another witness (located in 1984) who was 
standing by the northern shore of the lake. Just a 
couple of hundred meters from the site of impact. 
Frideborg Tagebo , 14 years old in 1946, remembers 
everything clearly: (5) 


3. The investigations 

On that same evening (Friday) police and Home Guard 
personnel were posted along the lake with orders to 
cordon off the area and keep a watch on the crash 
site, after a neighbour of Lindback had called the 
law enforcement office. During the night between Fri¬ 
day and Saturday a military group from the Ing. 3 
engineer corps in Boden started off in lorries 
towards KOlmjarv. (4) 

On July 20 (Saturday morning) the then lieutenant 
Karl-Gdsta Bartoll arrived at KOlmjarv in the compa¬ 
ny of a group of soldiers, to search for the rocket. 
The commanding officer of the operation is now - 38 
years later - a 68 years old major in the reserves, 
living in Arboga. Vhen the KOlmjarv crash happened 
he had been with the Ing.3 corps for five years, 
thus a main part of the war years. (6) 

On the Saturday there were some preliminary investi¬ 
gations on the site and on Sunday morning further 
personnel and equipment arrived from Boden. 

Reported a nation-wide newspaper: "A military unit 
of ten men was dispatched to the lake on Saturday, 
and soon found the spot where the projectile had 
sank into the bottom. Water depth at that point is 
only 75 centimeters and the projectile had made a 
meterwide hole, which was very deep, in the mud. 

When an oar was put into this hole it wouldn't 
reach the bottom, so reinforcements were called 
for. The projectile must have had an immense rate of 
speed since large quantities of mud have been thrown 
far away around the crash site. It is hoped that, 
thanks to the mud which has lessened the impact, it 
will be possible to recover the projectile. One es¬ 
timates, however, that there will be a few days work 
before the object can be dug out". (7) 


- The military started to build a raft by the sho¬ 
re, says Rune Lindback , the neighbour who called 
on the authorities. They were very careful not to 
use iron nails which would have disturbed their 
sensitive instruments. The raft was tied by ropes 
of hemp. (2) 

From the raft the military could see how moraine 
and stones from deeper layers had been forced up. 
Everything pointed to an explosion below the water 
surface. 


- The sound was horrible. I had never heard any¬ 
thing like it before - or since. My mother, who was 
washing clothes down at the shore, shouted at me to 
shut the windows because she thought it was a torna¬ 
do coming in. Our dog went crazy and ran away. Eve¬ 
rything was terrible. When the thing eventually 
stroke down it was like a bomb had detonated. 
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Lindback,further away, immediately took his bike and 
followed the road along the lake until he reached a 
spot near to the observed crash site. Here he went 
out on the lake in a rowing-boat. 

- When I rowed to the spot I saw that seaweed and 
water-lilies had been torn off by their roots and 
thrown ashore. The water was completely muddy and 
it was impossible to discern if there was an object 
on the bottom. Water was not deep here, only about 
two meters, or so. 


"The military is now searching a 200 x 200 meter 
wide area across the lake. Due to the deep mud one 
is now using the method of "sounding", e.g. for 
each half-meter a long feeler is stuck into the 
mud. Water depth is only 2 meters at the deepest. 

An attempt to use ordinary mine search equipment 
failed since they are not constructed to work at 
such distances as is the question here. Special 
officers and scientists from the Research Institute 
of Nations 1 Defence (FOA) who travelled to the site 
on Saturday, returned Sunday evening". (8) 

Professor Gustaf LJunggren of FOA says that the 
Institute has sent two observers to the crash site 
in the Kalix area. 

- Before the bomb is recovered it is too early to 
say anything about it's nature, said prof. LJung- 
gren. If they are rocket-powered projectiles it is 
feasible that they have steering equipment that 
automatically bring them back to their point of 
start - which could explain the relative lack of 
crashes. Is is also possible that the projectiles 
are steered by radio. In any case it is hard to 
believe that they have been directed, on purpose, 
to crash into lakes in order to escape Swedish 
searches. The lake we are now investigating is 
only 200 meters across and when it comes to such 
"shooting distances" as we are contemplating, a 
target of that size is much too small". (9) 

"From the crash site the latest news are that the 
search area has been widened since it has been es¬ 
tablished that the projectile has bounced against 
a submerged rock, under the mud, and changed its 
direction. Attempts to use mine search equipment 
have failed and now an electrical probe is used". 
(9) 
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To the Dagens Nyheter correspondent witness Lind- 
back reported that 'The deep mud obstructs the 
search. The depth of two meters at the crash site 
Is In the shallow part of the lake which Is much 
deeper at other points, but the lake Is only two 
or three square kilometres In area". (10) 


Later, a civilian expert from the Bollden mining 
company arrived with an instrument that would In¬ 
dicate iron objects In the water, 

- The Instrument resembled today's metal detec¬ 
tors, says Karl-GOsta Bartoll, but In those days 
It was unique. For almost two weeks we searched 
the lake, but all we found was a wood-gas burner 
a a few other familiar Iron objects. (6) 

Rumours went wild, however, one week after the 
crash, distributed by the national press: 

"The rocket projectile has been found, according 
to precise (sic!) Information. This could not be 
confirmed, however, on the Sunday evening since 
a lightning storm had broken the telephone lines 
to Kolmjarv. The military... (had) first used 
mine search equipment, but later changed to an 
Iron detector. A steelwlre Is stretched across 
the 150 meters lake... The whole lake has been 
squared, and now It seems that the efforts have 
been rewarded. Late on Sunday evening Dagens Ny¬ 
heter made contact with captain Dlmander of the 
local defence staff In Kallx. He had had no con¬ 
tact with Kolmjarv on the Sunday, since the lines 
had been broken. In Overkallx there were persis¬ 
tent rumours Sunday evening that the bomb had 
been located... The projectile was three meters 
long and painted with white letters". (11) 


Authorities denied the rumours, of course: 

"According to Information from the Air Defence 
division of the Defence Staff "the ghost bomb" 
has not yet been found... Rumours on Sunday that 
It had been recovered are completely unfounded". 
( 12 ) 

Finally, In mid-August, the stream of speculations 
ended In question marks: 

"The Investigations of a claimed projectile crash 
site has now been suspended without results. Ex¬ 
cept for electrical mine searches, geological ore 
detectors have been used. In all spots where the 
Instruments have reacted to metal further searches 
were made with trawls, electrical sounding and the 
mud was even sifted. Drainage of the lake will not 
be attempted". (13) 

And so ended the search which the Chief of the 
Swedish Air Defence Nils Ahlgre n labeled "the sa¬ 
fest Indication of a crash” (l4). In nothing. But 
belilnd the newsvlres there was more to the story... 

A. Sabotage 

The military Investigation of the small Norrbotten 
lake was not to go about undisturbed. After a few 
days a sentinel discovered a couple of mysterious 
persons sneaking about In the woods near the crash 
point. They were spotted several times and finally 
lieutenant Bartoll ordered live ammunition in the 
weapons. 

- Finally, we dared not use our phones to report 
to headquarters In Boden, but sent our reports by 
an orderly-man. In the end someone even cut off the

The two mysterious men kept hidden and no spies 
were ever caught. (6) Immediately after the first 
newswlre report from the Swedish news agency, the 
Defence Staff appealed to the newspapers not to 
print the exact name of the lake and Instead use 
"southeastern Norrbotten" In their reporting. (15) 
Obviously this was too late since many papers had 
already published the lake's name. This limited 
censorship was then genereally Imposed and place 
names disappeared In most ghost rocket reports 
after JUly 20. 

Lieutenant Bartoll was transfered, when the KOlm- 
jarv search was called off, to Galllvare where a 
few people In a summer cottage had seen an object 
fall Into a lake. 

- Their sighting was almost Identical to Knut 
Llndback's, but that lake was too deep and we 
could not accomplish any search, says Bartoll. 

“ There are many Indications that the Kolmjarv 
object disintegrated Itself, he continues. First 
of all, Llndback saw a second cascade of water 
after the first Impact and, secondly, an old lady 
living In a cottage near the crash site reported 
she had heard a muffled thunder-clap. The object 
was probably manufactured in a light-weight mate¬ 
rial, possibly a kind of magnesium alloy that 
would dlslntregrate easily, and not give any Indi¬ 
cations on our Instruments. 

What Is your opinion then, what did people see 
this summer...? 

- There was definitely no psychosis, says Bartoll. 
What people saw were real, physical objects. My 
personal theory Is that they were German, or Rus¬ 
sian, test weapons launched by the Russians from 
one of the Baltic states. We who worked In the 
field never knew what It was all about since the 
Defence Staff never released their results to the 
local level. Similar searches were, simultaneous¬ 
ly, made In five or six other Swedish lakes, but 

there were no remains found In any of the cases. 

( 6 ) 

5. Comparison cases 

Knut Lindback and Beda Persson were not the only 
people to report ghostly rockets falling into la¬ 
kes. At least half-a-dozen clear-cut cases can be 
spotted In the Swedish press. 

Only fifteen minutes before the KOlmjarv crash, 11- 
year old Kurt Larsson from Storbacken, 20 km north 
Overkallx, was frightened by an object that hit the 
small lake Katt1stjarn (23 km NE of Kolmjarv) where 
he was angling. A roaring sound was heard from above 
and seconds later a 10-15 meters tall column of wa¬ 
ter raised In front of him, but no sound of an ex¬ 
plosion . 

- It was a very strange sound, as If the wind was 
blowing very hard In the trees, Kurt Larsson remem¬ 
bers 38 years later. (16) But It was too loud, and 
the trees weren't moving. Suddenly something hit 
the water with a splashing sound 150 meters In 
front of me, but I never had a chance to see what 

1t looked 1Ike. 

When the military arrived two days later they made 
It clear that this was not a thing that Kurt should 
discuss In public. No further Investigation was 
ever made of the lake. Five meters of mud prevented 
the divers from searching. 

- I believe the thing Is still down there, says 
Kurt Larsson today. It did certainly not explode. 

At about the same time (11.30 on JUly 19) farmer 
Leonard Danlelsson and his three sons watched a 
cylindrical object cross the skies of BOlebyn near 
PlteA In north-Sweden, on a northwesterly course. 
(17). KJell Danlelsson , 13 years old at the time, 
never forgets the alumlnum-shlnlng object that 
travelled across the sky this summerday: (18)

- It was a most peculiar thing, shaped like a 
mllkcan, rather thick and reflecting the sun as 
It from time to time rotated around Its axis. We 
had a good look at It for more than 15 minutes. 

It was completely soundless. 

So, we have three sightings within a quarter of 
an hour. 

Let us, finally, detail two similar "lake crashes": 

"Four persons working In a lumberyard near a big 
lake In mld-Norrland heard an Intense hissing from 
the air. As they looked up they saw what resembled 
a small airplane at an altitude of a few hundred 
meters. The object had a short body without a 
tall and a couple of small wlngllke projections 
on the flanks. It went extremely fast at an angle 
of about 65 degrees, crashing Into the lake. There 
was clear weather and all witnesses are fully sure 
of their observations". (19) It should be noted 
that this crash, too, occured at noon-time (11.30) 
some three weeks after the Kolmjarv Incident; on 
Tuesday, Aug. 13, 1946. 

The second case, this one from Norway, has been re¬ 
ported by BJflJrn ^Jverbye In a FSR article (20), but 
we will repeat his translation here. The MjOsa case 
occurred at noon-time ( 1) on July 18, thus almost 
exactly 24 hours before the Kolmjarv crash: 

"In the middle of Norway there Is a big lake called 
MjOsa. At a small farm at the southern end of this 
lake a farmer and his family had witnessed strange 
objects at short range. He and his son were working 
outside the barn, while his wife and daughter were 
working at a small hill-top Just near the farm. It 
was 12.00 noon, the sky was clear, the lake comple¬ 
tely calm, and everything as It should be on a warm 
summer's day. Then suddenly his wife heard some¬ 
thing : 

"A strange sound was suddenly heard In the air. Per¬ 
haps an aeroplane was coming at low altitude. The 
sound, however, was not like the noise from an aero¬ 
plane. Instead, It was more like a mighty wind blo¬ 
wing. Soon afterwards they saw two rocket-llke 
things that passed over their heads at such high 
speed, and so low that they threw themselves to the 
ground. They could see the treetops swaying from 
the air pressure. 

"In the yard, Slgvart Skaug and his son were stan¬ 
ding and watching "the flying X" from a somewhat 
greater distance, perhaps 150 ft. Skaug says that 
they were very much like the V-1 that he had seen 
In pictures. Ordinary aeroplanes they certainly 
could not have been. They were cigar-shaped and 
appeared to be about 7 ft. long, with wings exten¬ 
ding 3 ft. from the body and fastened 3 ft. from 
the nose, almost at the middle. The wings flutter¬ 
ed as If they had been made of cloth. They did not 
see any kind of fire. The missiles passed overhead 
close together, one Just a little ahead of the ot¬ 
her, on a prabollc course. They then fell simulta¬ 
neously Into the lake, throwing the water several 
feet up In the air".

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To study paranormal 
phenomena \vithin 
an academic 
framework 

Book review by

Academic dissertations on paranormal phenomena 
are not very common. Swedish researcher Solvelg 
Alm qulst has, according to an Interview In a Swe¬ 
dish weekly (1), always been Interested In death 
and folk-belief In the transition between life 
and death. The subject of revenants (Swedish: gen- 
gangare) Is an acceptable field of study within 
comparative religion and folklore. 

Dr. Almqulst has now completed her dissertation In 
this area, which Is based on a primary source ma¬ 
terial of more than 100.000 Swedish folk-tales. 
From this Dr. Almqulst extracted 1.815 of the most 
valuable accounts for a case catalog on which she 
performed a detailed statistical analysis and then 
a genre-analytical study. 

"Revenant experiences seems to originate In dreams 
and In visions experienced In a waking state. Our 
texts have seldom enabled us to come to an exact 
consluslon as to which of the above lies behind 
them, but In the corpus analysis we have endeavou¬ 
red to Interpret the contents of the texts. 710 
Instances of the total of 1.815 records have been 
Interpreted as hallucinations, 147 as Illusions or 
pseudohallucinations, 11 as dreams, 28 as hypno- 
goglc experiences and 13 as a combination of all 
four." (p.201) 

"These experiences lead us to the conclusion that 
the belief In revenants Is, In the opinion of In¬ 
formants, not founded on vague speculation but on 
concrete personal experience the reality of which 
Is confirmed by the evidence of the sences." (p. 
190). - - "These Investigations confirm the the¬ 

sis of this study: that religion Is both a social 
phenomenon that can be explained psychologically 
and at the same time a conviction that there Is a 
supernatural world which must be Intrepreted In 
parapsychologlcal terms." (pp. 201-2). 



From the reviewer's point of view It Is revealing 
to note the similarity between early research Into 
- and collection of - folktales In the late 19th 
and early 20th centuries, and UFO "Investigation" 

In the 1950s, 60s and even the 70s. In her source- 
critical chapter Dr. Almqvlst concludes that "Im¬ 
portance was attached to the texts of tradition, 
while the people behind those texts and the world 
they lived In were secondary"..."We must not forget 
the role of personality and social context" (pp. 
10-11). It Is only In the late 70s and early 80s 
that ufology. In a few corners of the world (ve¬ 
ry little In Sweden!), has come to recognize this 
truth. 

Works such as Almqulst's remind us that academia 
la not only reserved for extremely hardware sub¬ 
jects but Is also open to "loose" and seemingly 
"absurd" subjects and motifs. It Is untrue that 
science has no interest In the study of reports 
of paranormal phenomena. Including UFOs. Twelve 
years ago the then Swedish Secretary of Defence, 

Mr. Sven Andersson, made It clear that "If someone 
has serious research going on (regarding UFOs) and 
the professors of a faculty recommend studies we 
will open our archives. I can guarantee that". (2) 

A study of "flying saucer tales" within the frame¬ 
work of folklore, comparative religion, psycholo¬ 
gy or sociology would be possible, and could pro¬ 
vide a data base of great value for possible ex¬ 
tended studies by other disciplines who work with 
hardware. Such a project would not have to ride 
on a ml 11on-dollar budget, but would preferably 
be a consistent, long-time effort by one, or a 
few. Interested people working on a very, very mo¬ 
dest basis. The only problem Is that there Is no 
person(s) (that we know off) In Sweden who has the 
capacity, competence and Incentive for such a de¬ 
tailed study and follow-up of archives which are. 

In part, already available. The project would re¬ 
quire many years of careful sampling. Interviews 
and analysis under the aegis of an academic Insti¬ 
tution, and it will probably not lead to easy 
answers. Who picks up that ball? (If this review 
gives someone the push for a work that will bloom 
In 10 or 15 years time I would be very proud!)

Among 
54 prophecy movements compared 
and analyzed were the Marian 
Keech group (data derived from 
the Festinger study), the Da¬ 
nish Boru p gro up (who built 
lead shelters in 1967 to pro¬ 
tect against an imminent cata¬ 
strophe fortold by the space 
being Orthon), and the 1930s 
north-Swedlsh Korpela movement 
(which - contemporary to the 
ghost flier wave in the same 
area - predicted that a "Sil¬ 
ver Arch" would land from the 
sky in 1937 or 38 to save a 
faithful gathering of 664 per¬ 
sons to be transported to a 
new paradise in Palestine).

International interest for Ufocode 


The library classification system - Ufocode - that 
I developed for our library catalogue (distribu¬ 
ted with AFU 26, in February 1984) has earned a 
great international interest with favourable 
comments from researchers in many countries. To 
quote John Keel in an article from the 60s: "An 
adequate general index system has been notably 
absent in the ufological field and published data 
is often lost because of this lack." 


Correspondents have asked me whether there was 
any kind of "copyright" attached to the Idea - of 
course not ! You are welcome to use Ufocode for 
your personal files as much as you likel Other 
questions have concerned the future development 
of Ufocode since I (more or less deliberately) had 
designated the code as "version 1". Frankly, I 
don't have any immediat e plans for a new version, 
since version 1 was developed for finding data in 
AFU's stock of books, and that project is now com¬ 
pleted. I have, however, developed an alphabeti¬ 
cal A-Z cross-reference listing of about 1.000 
subject headings covered by the code, plus a sys¬ 
tematical cross-reference list where, under each 
heading, you'll find the relevant books or book 
chapters on that particular subject. There are a 
total of 5.000 such cross-references in this com¬ 
puterized listing, which I developed on an IBM 
System/34 computer, last summer. If there is an 
Interest I will try and arrange photo-copies (re-

It Is, thus, possible 
to have copies made from our huge collection of 
1.200 books, 5-6.000 magazine Issues with hundreds 
of thousands of articles & from more than 20.000 
Swedish and International clippings. An Invitation 
to use this facility Is directed to Scandinavian 
researchers In a Swedlsh-language advertisement In 
this Issue, but we are more than willing to help 
anyone , a nywhere with serious Intentions who has 
problems to locate copies of, say, an old article 
In FSR, APRO Bulletin or Round Robin. We have an 
extensive collection of uforalla which we think 
has few counterparts In the world! Previous and 
new donors of materials for our library will find 
this new service as yet another sign of our wil¬ 
lingness to keep the AFU collection as "open" as 
possible! 


The copier Is used by AFU to build and supplement 
our files of Swedish news clippings. We are build¬ 
ing a chronological "master file" of every news 
story & article we can find In the Swedish press. 
If you have an old collection of Swedish news- 
clips please notify us! We would possibly like to 
borrow It, especially If It concentrates on the 
pre-1967 period! 

HAkan and I are also using the copier as a tool 
for building our personal research files related 
to our special Interests (contactee cases and

As part of this policy Hiikan has tried to Influ¬ 
ence several official, or semi-official, institu¬ 
tions to accept us as a specialized library, and 
to list us In their respective directories.

Work on the documentation 
of this area has progressed a lot, but every new 
piece in the puzzle seems to raise dozens of ot¬ 
her leads and the work Is very time-consuming. I 
am having a very bad conscience about the data 
I am "withholding" (not Intentionally, though!). 


In the spring of 1984 I received from Clas Svahn 
his valuable article on the KOlmjarv ghost rocket 
crash, which he had reinvestigated (see this is¬ 


sue). One bright summer day. Inspired by this new 
information, I decided to put all available pie¬ 
ces together concerning the 1946 wave. Reading 
all available data In the AFU archives It sudden¬ 
ly occurred to me that Swedish researchers, who 
had previously requested the 1946 government file, 
had underestimated the wealth of data. If - as 
the official summary In October 1946 stated - the¬ 
re were 1.000 reports this would be much more than 
what could possible be contained In the small file 
once photographed In 1965 by a Swedish weekly maga¬ 
zine. That file has since mysteriously disappea¬ 
red, It Is claimed. Besides that, Swedish resear¬ 
chers had long overlooked an Important 1976 ar¬ 
ticle by aviation historian Don Berliner where he 
quotes a multitude of so-far unknown facts, ob¬ 
viously derived from a detailed summary of the 
1946 Investigations he had received from the Swe¬ 
dish government In the mld-70s. Berliner stated 
that the detail files were still under secrecy. 


Immediately, I wrote the Defence Staff, stating 
the facts as I knew them. Soon I received word 
that the flies had. In fact, been located and 
were available for Inspection. In September (84) 
I spent two days In Stockholm skimming through 
the huge 1946 Investigative files that comprises 
some 1500 or 2000 pages. I ordered copies of abt 
650 pages - the core of the material - and these 
copies are now available at AFU. 


The very size and delicacy of this material, 
available for the first time to ufologists, com¬ 
bined with the 1930s "ghost filer" data located 
before, makes It obvious that a very, very serious 
effort has to be made to get this "to the prin¬ 
ters", preferably In an Inteellgent, organized 
and sensible form!I This Is now becoming my one 
and only goal In ufology, and this Is also the 
reason why AFU Newsletter will be postponed! It 
Is simply Impossible to work on book-length manu¬ 
scripts at the same time as you edit a UFOzlne 
(and have a full-time job to attend to...). 


I am not able to even summarize the Defence Staff 
ghost rocket files at present, but plans are that 
I will concentrate on further research and edi¬ 
ting of the material while Clas Svahn, who will 
co-operate with me In this project, will try to 
reinvestigate the best cases, locating and Inter¬ 
viewing old witnesses and Investigators. He has 
already found some very Interesting pieces of In¬ 
formation. Do we have to say that we are both 
very enthuslatlc over the project and the break¬ 
through that has come In this area?? 

Computer acquisition planned 


Available data In the AFU files are now so wealthy 
that - to have even a remote chance of organizing 
and presenting them - I plan to buy a PC (perso¬ 
nal computer) with word processing. I see this as 
a basic requisite If this gigantic material Is 
ever to be presented to fellow ufologists and the- 
publlc-at-large. The combined texts from Swedish 
government flies, contemporary newspaper accounts, 
historical & ufology works plus our relnvestlga- 
tlons today will be much more easy to organize 
Into an Intelligent picture of what actually hap¬ 
pened. Aided by the computer Indexes and biblio¬ 
graphical lists are easily produced & sorted, re¬ 
port catalogues for statistical purposes can be 
built and the result would be (relatively) easy 
to publish since the texts can be transported to 
the publIsher/printer on floppy discs. 


To help finance the coming PC I have taken on 
a temporary consultancy. In my spare time, that 
gives me a good extra Income. (This is yet anot¬ 
her reason why this Issue is belated!) In 1984 
I donated a fairly large sum to an "AFU research 
fund" and a similar donation will come during 
1985. This money will form a minor ownership for 
AFU of the PC while I, myself, will Invest and 
take up loans for the rest of the machine. 


The new status of AFU 

This long explanation of developments during 1984 
was necessay In order to bring you an understan¬ 
ding of why I had to take the very sad decision 
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to postpone the Newsletter. Although th e AFU News¬ 
letter will seize for the moment, AFU^ other work 
will continue as before! 

We will continue to accept donations from anyone 
who want to see their material come to use and 
kept available In an organized fashion. We will 
continue, as before, the lending-library service. 
For a minimum yearly donation of 50 sw.kr. anyone 
In Sweden can borrow books, via postal service, 
for a fee of 10 sw.kr per book. There will be a 
yearly list of new acquisitions sent to each 
supporting donor and also an annual report with 
details on our progress and our economy (what 
other Swedish UFO constellation gives you that 
kind of Info??) We now also have the copying 
service mentioned elsewhere, which you are wel¬ 
come to use. 


Magazine editors who have kindly exchanged their 
labour-of-love with our own are welcome to conti¬ 
nue sending their work as donations for our lib¬ 
rary, In the knowledge that It will come to good 
use here. Magazines & journals who keep the con¬ 
tact will also be the first to receive news of 
how our projects develop. We have also very vague 
plans for the future of an "International UFO 
Index" listing bibliographical notes on articles 
from the 20 or 25 best UFO journals, coded via 
a revised version of Ufocode, word processed and 
Indexed in our new PC... Wouldn’t It be nice to 
have such an Index each year, cross-referenced 
by subject codes, date of Incident, name-indexed, 
authors-lndexed, and so on?? This Is yet an Idea 
only but you can help us, when the day comes, by 
contlnously donating new Issues of your journal.

In AFU Newsletter nr. 20 I presented the basic con¬ 
tents of one of the most amazing contactee cases 
I have ever come across - known In Sweden as the 
Helge case. In my original article I classified 
this as a men-ln-black (MIB) case, because of the 
threats Involved. Today I think It Is more appro¬ 
priate to regard this as a physical contact of the 
Adamskl kind. 

I have collected data for my Helge file for over 
ten years. Unfortunately very few Swedish ufolo¬ 
gists have a serious Interest In the documentation 
of contactee cases, and some of my colleagues have 
even claimed the Helge case to be a hoax without 
Investigating the data. I have now uncovered so 
many details, from different sources, details 
which have convinced me that this Is a genuine, 
but very rare, physical contact. 

Helge died of a heart attack on October 23, 1977. 
During the spring of 198^ I finally succeeded In 
locating his widow Anna (also a nom de plume), and 
this gave the case a whole new dimension. 

R^sum6 for new readers 

Helge was born In Stockholm In 1913, rockblaster 
by profession, and a very down-to-earth man. In 
1965 he lived with his wife, Anna, In Uddevalla, 
a town not far from Gothenburg. Several stones In 
the kidneys caused him severe pain and. In Decem¬ 
ber 1965, he was to undergo a surgical operation. 

On December 9, he felt a strong urge to take his 
dog for a walk on a frozen lake, GrlndhultsjOn, 
just outside Uddevalla. There he observed a sau¬ 
cer-shaped object land and four entitles emerge, 
three men and one woman. Except for a translucent 
overall they were totally naked. 

The humanoids were of normal height, had very large 
dark, slanted eyes and perfect teeth. There was no 
hair on their bodies. Their ears were large and 
pointed, cat-like In appearance. 

The humanoids engaged Helge In a sign conversation. 
One of the men fetched a cylinderlike object from 
the craft and let this object slide along Helge's 
back. After about one hour of "conversation" the 
humanoids entered the craft and took off. When 
Helge was again x-rayed by his doctor there were 
no stones In his kidneys and the pain was gone. 


Helge was, again, contacted by the same humanoids 
on August 24, 1966. After his dally work he felt 

a strong urge to visit another lake In the vici¬ 
nity of Uddevalla. There he encountered the same 
craft and was given a metal plate by one of the 
entitles. He was ordered to go to the Bahamas on 
a special mission and to always wear the plate. 

This metallic plate was engraved with unknown mar¬ 
kings that strongly resembled the Adamskl hiero¬ 
glyphs . 

Despite misgivings Helge and Anna went to Little 
Exuma, one of the Bahama Islands on March 5, 1967. 
Nothing happened on this Island and they were for¬ 
ced to leave. At home Helge was contacted by a man 
with priestly garb who called himself father Ra Paz. 
This man criticized Helge for having gone to the 
Bahamas without his metallic plate. That was the 
reason no contact was made. Helge received a new 
order to visit the Bahamas. 

Helge and his wife again went to the Bahamas 
around around new year 1967-68. They stayed at 
the Columbus Hotel in Nassau. This time Helge was 
taken by boat to a small Island, under which the 
"brothers" had their base. From this time on he 
was only contacted by Adamskl-type entitles, enti¬ 
rely human with a slightly oriental look. On the 
base he was shown the earth’s evolution In a three- 
dimensional plctuie and was given the mission of 
starting a peace movement In Sweden. 

Helge was told not to appear In public himself. He 
gave the mission of starting the peace movement to 
a school-teacher In NykOplng. The movement, called 
"The New Generation" was a failure because of In¬ 
ternal conflicts, and the Idea was abandoned. 

During 1968, according to Helge, the CIA found out 
about the Bahamas base because of a leak from an¬ 
other contactee. Headquarters were then moved to 
a place outside Mexico City. The man who had In¬ 
formed the CIA was a negro called Loftln. He was 
presumably killed by the spacepeople. 
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In October 1968, during the Olympic games In Mexico 
City, Helge visited the base outside the city. He 
became very upset as the "brothers" didn't allow 
him to visit the Olympics. 

Obviously the "brothers" still had some connections 
to the Bahamas, as Helge and his wife went to Nas¬ 
sau, again, during new year 1968-69. This time Anna, 
too, met one of the aliens. 

The story fro m A nna 

On June 1, 1984, I met Helges widow Anna, for a 

several hours long Interview. She Is now a lady In 
her fifties. Like her former husband she Is very 
down to earth and practical. She confirmed almost 
all the details of the contact and added several 
Interesting pieces of Information. What startled me 
somewhat was her almost total lack of Interest In 
the subject of UFOs. 

When Anna first heard of her husbands experience 
In 1965 she was stunned, but "I believed him, be¬ 
cause Helge never lied to me. He was almost cynical, 
didn't believe In neither God nor the devil". Anna 
and Helge had even ridiculed the subject of flying 
saucers before the Incident. They regarded the whole 
subject as nonsense. 

After the second contact, when Helge had received 
the plate and had been ordered to go to the Bahamas, 
Anna became very upset. "In the autumn of 1966 he 
began talking of going to the Bahamas. But I said 
I will never leave the home we have built up". 

But Helge insisted that It was an order and showed 
Anna the plate. She held It In her hand but felt 
only a certain warmth emanating from the metal. 

Nothing happened on the first trip to the Bahamas 
In March 1967, but on the second trip, during new 
year 1967-68, Helge had brought the plate. 

They stayed at the Columbus Hotel In Nassau. When 
nothing happened during the first days Helge lost 
his temper. He through the metallic plate on the 
floor and shouted he didn't want anything more to 
do with this whole business. That same evening so¬ 
me of the "brothers" paid him a visit and gave him 
a sharp warning not to act like that again. 


It was during the third visit to the Bahamas, around 
new year 1968-69, that Anna for the first time met 
one of the brothers. On this particular night Helge 
told her she was allowed to come too. They went to 
a dlscoteque In Nassau. Anna protested that she 
didn't feel like visiting such a place but Helge 
Insisted. 

They found a table at the second floor and Helge 
started looking for "the brother" he Insisted 
would be somewhere around. Helge left the table 
and came back with a man dressed In an lllflttlng 
brown costume. The man just nodded his head In a 
short greeting to Anna. 

The man was rather short, and his skin had a pecu¬ 
liar suntan. He had a slight mediterranean or ori¬ 
ental look. The clothes were too large for his rat¬ 
her thin body. 

Theman went back to his table. Helge explained that 
he was one of "them". When Helge and Anna started 
dancing, the man came up and watched very closely. 

He looked straight Into the eyes of Anna. There was 
a sort of hypnotic power In his eyes. "I will never 
forget those eyes", said Anna. 

This alien had showed Helge a photograph of his fa¬ 
mily from another planet. He had a wife, children 
and a house. They lived, he claimed, on a planet In 
our solar system. Anna believed Helge said Venus or 
Saturn. 


Working for the spacepeople 

Anna followed Helge three times to the Bahamas. Af¬ 
ter 1969, however, he went alone on his missions. 
Helge was away from home for about a month many ti¬ 
mes. He came back with a deep suntan. Often the 
"space people" came to their home outside Stockholm. 


Anna always knew when a visit was coming up. Helge 
became restless and went up very early and dressed. 
She never Insisted on staying at home but went qul- 
tely to her work. 

Helge acted as a sort of courier for the space peop¬ 
le. Sometimes he translated manuscripts with pecu¬ 
liar codes. They also wanted Information on milita¬ 
ry bases and Installatlops In Sweden. This, of cour¬ 
se, comes very close to espionage. 

Like Adamski, Helge claimed he had travelled In the 
spaceships. When a mission was coming up he went In 
his car to a lonely place In the woods and a space 
ship came and picked him up. On his first trip he 
became very 111 but later adjusted to these experi¬ 
ences. He worked for the spacepeople until his death 
In 1977. 


A doctor's opinion 

An Important source of Information Is Dr. E., a 
doctor of medicine from Stockholm. Helge consulted 
Dr. E four or five times between 1968 and 1972. On 
January 7, 1985, I Interviewed Dr. E, who has now 
retired from his profession. 

Helge consulted Dr. E the first time because of a 
bad cold. Later consultations were check ups on his 
state of health. Dr. E ordered all x-ray plates 
from the hospital In Uddevala taken both before and 
after the reported healing by the humanoids. Accor¬ 
ding to Dr. E the stones In the kidney could have 
passed through In a natural way, but this was unli¬ 
kely. 

Helge mentioned his UFO contacts to Dr. E, but only 
fragmentarlly. Dr. E listened with an open mind be¬ 
ing himself Interested In parapsychology and a member 
of the Swedish Society for Psychical Research. 

Dr. E remembers very few details of Helge's story, 
but he said Helge spoke of visits to Latin America 
where he was taken to a large hangar outside a big 
city. In this hangar there were cigar-shaped ships, 
used by the humanoids. 

Dr. E found nothing to Indicate mental aberatlon 
or psychopathology In Helge. He did, however, get 
the Impression that Helge was a frightened man. Ex¬ 
cept for this state of fear he differed In no way 
from the ordinary man In the street. 

Who are they? 

Admittedly this case Is spectacular, to say the 
least. If several of the people Involved In the af¬ 
fair hadn't been very close friends of mine, whom I 
have no reason to daoubt, I guess I would never have 
started an Investigation In the first place, but 
there are just too many witnesses Involved to dis¬ 
miss the case. 

There are some conflicting Information as to what 
the spacepeople really wanted and were up to. They 
healed Helge from his stones In the kidneys. They 
gave him a car and enough money to pay expenses. 

They ordered him to start a peace movement. Still 
Helge wasn't sure they told him the truth. 


He didn't really want to work for them. He felt 
they used him. "They are totally without feelings 
and can witness the most brutal torture. It means 
nothing to them", Helge once said to a friend. He 
felt like an animal In their company. Helge also 
speculated whether their real objective was to 
take us over from the Inside by Inflltatrlng eve¬ 
rywhere . 

These people moved around In our society without 
detection, exactly like Adamskls "brothers". But 
both Adamski and Menger claimed there were "others" 
working for a conspiracy against the "brothers" 
and their plan. Helge once commented on an Adamskl- 
type case In Sweden: "What a pity I wasn't contac¬ 
ted by those people". 

These notes are only a few of the additional facts 
that I have uncovered during my Investigations. 
There Is still much to do on this case, several In¬ 
dividuals to Interview and many sources of Informa¬ 
tion not yet available.

A study of 

UFOs and earthquakes 
In Sweden 
by

This Is an abridged version of an article, 

"UFO 1 tld och rum", originally published In 
U FO-Sverl ge Aktuellt, nr 2, 198A. 

I have studied 153 registered Swedish earthquakes 
and 494 published UFO observations, all from the 
years 1963-1978. The UFO sightings are from the 
Swedish Catalogue (SweCat) compiled by Anders Lll- 
Jegren (1) and earthquake reports are from the 
selsmologlca1 statistics published by the Univer¬ 
sity of Uppsala (2). 

Dr. Michael Perslnger (3) has developed a theory 
that anomalous luminosities (UFOs) could origina¬ 
te from tectonic stress. According to Perslnger an 
Increase In the number of UFO reports could. In 
certain areas, be followed by an Increase In earth¬ 
quakes. The period between these events could be as 
long as two years if larger earthquakes are Invol¬ 
ved, but Is normally about six months or less. The 
seismic areas Involved could be several hundred 
kilometres wide. 


1 . Glslaved and GnosjO di strict . 3,6 times the ex¬ 
pected number of observations. This area has had an 
average of one sighting per year during the 70s. 

There were no earthquakes In the vicinity until 
Sept. 6, 1977, when a strong quake occured. (3,0 
on the Richter scale which Is more than usual for 
Sweden). The very same night there were several ob¬ 
servations of UFOs. One woman, living 20 km from 
the epicentre, even thought she saw white-dressed 
beings on the flying object she observed. After 
the quake there have been very few sightings from 
this district. 

2. NykOplng and Oxe lOsund distric t. 4 times the ex¬ 
pected number of obs. This district has had, since 
1976, an active UFO-Sweden group, but despite this 
the area has had a constantly high rate of sightings 
for the last 20 years. Almost all UFO sightings are 
made In areas with strong magnetic fields, close to 
the large Br^vlken fault line. You will find a close 
study of this area In AFU Newsletter vol. 25. No 
earthquakes registered In this area, except for one 
In 1970, 40 km apart. 

_3^ KOpl ng, Arboga and KungsOr (KAK) District . 8 ti¬ 
mes tTTe expected number. This Is partly explained 
by the existence of an active UFO-Sweden group, but 
not totally. The group Is still active but the obser¬ 
vations have nearly ceased after 1978. No earthqua¬ 
kes registrered, except for one 40 km apart In 1973. 

4. Vallentuna. 4 times the expected rate of sight¬ 
ings. Nearly all of the Vallentuna observations 
(they are about one hundred, mostly unpublished) 
are from the flap In 1973-74. This Is the most Inten¬ 
se flap yet In Sweden and some of the observations 
are very interesting. 1 will list some of them here: 

October 1973: Three pillars of light searching from 
the clouds towards the ground and, then, f rom th e 
ground toward^ the clouds. The light beams were 
paraTlel to each other In a 30° angle. As they went 
out there were flashes on the ground. 

February 1974: Four yellow-white beams meet horl- 
sontally In an open field. They descend and go out. 
White, shining UFO with different colours around 


Of great Interest Is the uneven distribution of 
UFO sightings In time and space. A period with an 
Increase of sightings In a geographically limited 
area I will call fla^. Worldwide flaps I will call 
U FO wav es and areas which display a constantly 
higher number of observations than expected I will 
call UFO-wlndows . 

There have been suggestions (J.B.Delalre, 4) that 
we have UFO waves about once In ten years and that 
this should coincide with higher numbers of sunspots. 
Fig . I shows the sunspot cycle (curve) and UFO waves 
(dark fields). The wave of 1947 began In Sweden 
the previous year (ghost rockets). The wave of 1957 
was not noticed much of In Sweden. The wave of 1977 
began In Sweden In the autumn of 1976. 

Could there be a relationship between earth quakes 
and the sunspot cycle? I compared this In fIg. 2 . 

The spotted line shows frequency of sunspots while 
the heavy drawn line measures earthquakes In Sweden. 
The resemblance between the two curves Is really 
striking! 

At first It seems difficult to understand what sun 
spot activity has to do with earthquakes but the 
positive correlation could be due to the fact that 
the rotational speed of the earth Is affected, or 
that sun spots affect the movements of great air- 
masses which could have some "trigger effect" on 
earthquake s. 

Ue will now take a look at the geographical distri¬ 
bution of 494 UFO observations from 1963-1978, fig. 

3. The distribution Is partly explained by popula¬ 
tion density. There are exceptions, though. The lar¬ 
ger cities Stockholm, Gothenburg, MalmO, Uppsala and 
NorrkOplng have. In general, fewer observations than 
expected. This could be explained by poorer observa¬ 
tion conditions, lighter night skies. 

The whole northern part of Sweden has twice as many 
sightings as excpected, except for the western moun¬ 
tainous part with low population density. 

Local areas with high numbers of sightings are:

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the edges moving across a field. Light-beams from 
the object against the ground on different occa¬ 
sions. Object leaves but returns after five minu¬ 
tes. Then there are beams from the ground towards 
t he object . 

March 24, 1974: 10-30 meters wide UFO of a yellow- 

white colour descends to an altitude of 4-5 meters. 
Suddenly there comes, with five second Intervals, a 
from the ground against the object . This Is 
repeated three times. 

May 26, 1974: An Intense red light In the woods. The 

observers run towards the light. When they arrive 
about 10 meters from It, It goes out. 

Sept. 27, 1974: B eams of light coming from the 
g round . One meter wide and 25 meters tall. 

In this region, north of Stockholm (county of Upp- 
land), 'there has never been any earthquake. That's 
why It came as a great surprise that this area, on 
Dec. 23, 1979, experienced one of the most powerful 
quakes ever to occur In Sweden. This Indicates that 
there can be very powerful stresses built up In 
areas where there has never been any earthquake re¬ 
gistered. The quake had Its epicentre 35 km from 
Vallentuna . 

Is this the explanation why window areas like NykO- 
plng and Vallentuna are out of the earthquake belt? 
(fig. 4) Is the bedrock and the faults more stable 
here and the tectonic stress higher? 

5. County of Dalarna . Two times the expected number 
of observations. The sightings follow, exactly, the 
mining district of Dalarna with a wealth of diffe¬ 
rent minerals, but this Is also a more populated 
area. There are also earthquakes In Dalarna. (The 
most recent flap of sightings In Dalarna occured 
in January, 1985. Editor). 

(o, Sundsvall and HarnOsand area . 2,5 times the ex¬ 
pected number of sightings. This makes quite a lot 
of observations becuase Sundsvall has a large popu¬ 
lation. It also has an active UFO-Sweden group, but 
there are reasons to believe that UFO groups some¬ 
times are products of an Increased rate of UFOs. 
Because of the UFO group, the reports from the 
Sundsvall area have a higher quality, less number 
of mlsldentlfleatlons. Sundsvall Is, also, an 
earthquake centre and there are remains of an old 
volcano here. This makes Sundsvall very Interesting 
and we will return to this area later on. 

7. Kl r una and Galllvare . Four times the expected 
rate of sightings. Klruna-Galllvare Is the main mi¬ 
ning district of Sweden. It Is also an area with 
many earthquakes. 

The geographical distribution of 153 earthquakes 
Is shown In figures 4 and 5 . There Is a belt of 
quake activity from the northeast to the southwest, 
across Sweden. Sweden Is put under pressure at a 
right angle to this belt as Indicated by the lines 
In fig. 5. 

Perslnger, In his study, got the strongest correla¬ 
tion between UFO reports and earthquakes using six 
month Increments. F ig. 6 shows number of UFO reports 
(heavy line) and earthquakes (broken line) for six 
month periods from 1963 to 1978, In Sweden. The UFO 
peaks of -67, -71 and -73 are followed by peaks In 
the earthquake activity during the following period. 
The high UFO peak of 1976 has a quake peak In the 
same period. 


Next, 1 tried to find all "flaps" In SweCat. When 
such a local flap was located I then looked at that 
area to see If there were any earthquakes after the 
flap. Chances ought to be greater for a positive 
correlation between flaps and earthquakes since It 
Is more probable that we have "true" UFOs during 
a flap than among single sightings. The flaps I 
f ound are :

During the autumn of 1976 there was an Increase In 
observations over the whole of Sweden but I was un¬ 
able to detect any local flaps during this period. 

It Is very Interesting that we have no flaps from 
the southern part of Sweden (south of the Stockholm 
area), despite the fact that a majority of the po¬ 
pulation lives here. The flaps from the northern¬ 
most counties (Norrbotten, Vasterbotten) are more 
widespread and not very local. The very local flaps 
we find In mid-Sweden (Varmland, Dalarna and the 
Sundsvall area ). 

Figures 7-12 show flaps and the following earthqua¬ 
kes. The maps show UFO observations and earthquakes 
occurlng during the respective periods. 

The most Interesting area which, on two occasions, 
has shown a correlation Is Sundsva11-HarnOsand. 1 
took a closer look at this district. From the lo¬ 
cal group I have gotten more observation data (not 
published before). There are a total of 54 sightings 
from a 20-years-period. From the seismic department 
of the Uppsala university I received data on a total 
of 14 quakes from the area (62-63*N, 17-19‘E). F ig. 
13 shows that the correlation Is very strong. Only 
Fwo earthquakes (1970, 1973) were not preceded by 
UFO reports. 

F igures 14-16 shows the same comparison for three 
other areas. The accordance Is not as clear as In 
the Sundsvall area, but here we also have much lar¬ 
ger areas. 

I am aware that, although some facts In this study 
suggest a correlation UFOs/earthquakes, It Is not 
proven yet. Maybe this article can give some Ideas 
on how to proceed. 

From now on the seismograph Is actually a tool for 
the ufologist. In Norway, the "Project Hessdalen", 
on my suggestion, have had a seismograph In use for 
six months. It did not, however, record any move¬ 
ments In the bedrock of the valley. The Hessdalen 
flap Is now into its fourth year. In November 1984 
sightings have started up again.

This year It Is 110 years since Charles Fort was 
born In Albany, New York. His mission In life be¬ 
came to collect and catalog "damned” facts - occu¬ 
rences men of science would not even have a look 
at. 

Since his death In 1932 his work has been carried 
on by different organizations and journals (1). 

One of them Is the British Fortean Times which re¬ 
cently brought out an anniversary Issue to cele¬ 
brate their 10-years-old existence. An Issue that 
covers the vast fortean field. Including monst¬ 
ers, UFOs and parapsychologlcal phenomena. 


A big part of this anniversary Issue Is concentra¬ 
ted on the question how one should take care of, 
and Investigate, the great number of cases avail¬ 
able In the Fortean fields. 

The magazine's editor. Bob Rickard , feels that 
the feed-back from the central organizations to 
the local level groups and Individuals must be 
Improved - otherwise there Is a great risk that 
many reports will never come In. A phenomenon 
well-known to UFO-Sweden, the national Swedish UFO 
group. 

Rickard proposes a model where one or several local 
groups collectively buy a computer, which Is then 
connected to the central group's data base. When 
the number of computers rise at the local level, 
the Information flow to the data base will Increa¬ 
se, but this will also occur In the reverse direc¬ 
tion. Everyone should - at any time - have access 
to the archives. This, says Rickard, will give an 
Increased feeling of Implication and an Increased 
willingness to report cases. 

Charles Fort himself was not so much Interested 
In the quantity of data as In the relationship 
between different Incidents, Incidents often se¬ 
parated In time and space. But how Is one then to 
find these correlations? Here Bob Rlckrad has no 
solutions, his computers are only meant for Infor¬ 
mation Inputs as a primary working tool. 

UFO author, and one of the founders of ASSAP (2), 
Hilary Evans , sees a danger In attempting to make 
rigid systems where phenomena are later to be clas¬ 
sified. He thinks that this line of work will 
eventually exclude certain Important aspects which 
happen to fall near any of the extreme points. Odd 
details, where answers may hide, are forgotten. 
Evans warns against a blind faith In computeriza¬ 
tion of UFO and fortean phenomena. 


"..If there are going to be any breakthroughs. It's 
not going to be the data-collectors who will do 
It, but the data-Jugglers - a Mlchell, a Keel, a 
Holiday, a Perslnger", writes Evans. A message un¬ 
doubtedly applauded by Carl-Axel Jonzon (3), among 
others. 


Even Jacques Vall6e » the great forerunner In UFO 
data processing, and one who has also specialized 
In the extreme points of UFO phenomena, finds dan¬ 
gers In a superstIclous belief In the capacity of 
computers (4): It s definitely a fallacy that 

the group of us here, or any other group of people 
anywhere. Is going to find the answer to the UFO 
problem, computer or no computerl". 


VallAe thinks that the most Important task for 
the UFO groups must be a fast publishing of all 
cases received, thereby giving more people a chan¬ 
ce to analyze them. And It Is the witness' own 
testimony that should be the focus, not data coded 
for use by computers. When It comes to the compi¬ 
lation of listings, making comparisons and speedy 
updates to an existing data base computors are su¬ 
perior to the human mind. But, says VallAe: "... 

If you're trying to encode or produce statistics 
In a domain where you literally don't know what 
It Is you're studying. It's a different ball game! 
...It's literally garbage In and garbage out." 

In spite of this, Swedish ufology has already cho¬ 
sen this "narrow path". At least for the moment. 
The data processing currently performed In coope¬ 
ration between UFO-Sweden and Project U.R.D . will, 
at an early stage, sift out all extreme aspects 
such as contactee cases, ufonaut reports and para- 
physlca1-type phenomena connected to the sighting. 
These aspects will never be loaded Into the compu¬ 
ter. Why, then? Well, because a chosen group of 
scientists once said that they wouldn't take part 
In an analysis of the final figures ^ these par¬ 
ticular phenomena were taken Into the scheme. 

Thus the UFO movement makes the same mistake as 
they have always accused scientists of: the dele¬ 
tion of too strange and too dlffIcult-to-explaln 
phenomena. 

This Is not the policy of Fortean Times. "Monster" 
specialist Loren Coleman , for example claims that 
It Is fully possblle that UFOs, monster and pol¬ 
tergeists are manifestations of the same basic 
phenomenon, or generated by the same stimulus. 

Jerome Clark , associate editor of Fate Magazine , 
honours the same methodology as Hilary Evans In 
his very Interesting contribution "Confessions of 
a Fortean sceptic", where he emphasizes the Impo¬ 
rtance of treating each UFO case as If It was 
unique before making a comparison with other ca¬ 
ses . 


Clark warns all

those who Investigate mysteries: 
that some of us, even after all 
after we have no excuse for not 
seem more Interested pursuing 
In securing answers." Unfortunate- 
much of a truth. 


One of the classical mysteries touched upon In the 
anniversary Issue Is " the Cottlngley fairies " of 
1917. Several authors choose to write about this 
case, which Is delicate to both camps. Those who 
believed In the pictures were left with the shame 
when they were disclosed as forgeries, while those 
who had attempted to explain them found themselves 
trapped with a series of excuses even more stran¬ 
ge (5). What many seem to have forgotten Is that 
the girls still maintain they saw the fairies, 
although the photos were only a joke aimed at the 
adults. 

The difficulties science meets In handling prob¬ 
lems which they cannot fit Into their paradigms; 
frauds and credulity, are the subjects for the 
contribution by Irish authour Peter Costello . As 
a deterring sample he tells about anatomist 
Arthur Keith who dismissed the Loch Ness monster 
since he himself had never seen It, but swallowed 
- and helped propagate - the Plltdown hoax (6), 
although he had Investigated the skull himself. 

The Plltdown skull was accepted by several genera¬ 
tions of anthropologists because It fitted a pat¬ 
tern many of them hoped they would find. A monst¬ 
er, on the other hand, fitted no pattern at all. 
Therefore, It Isn't strange that Arthur Keith ne¬ 
ver bothered to go to Loch Ness to talk to the 
witnesses before condemning them In a Dally Mall 
article In 1934. What scientist would come to 
think of criticizing a colleague for a mistake 
of that kind? 

Unfortunately It has turned out that scientists 
are not very keen on checking each others results. 
Monetary gain, honour and career are factors 
that affect them too (7). 

In other words, there Is a tendency to accept 
results that seem credible, without control, until 
the opposite has been proved. Many applaud the 
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» principle "much rather a theory that proves false 

than no theory at all" (since such a theory crea- 

* tes questions and objections, and will eventually 
lead to better theories). 

• In Portean study the situation is another. Here 
it is a question of taking shelter instead of 
trying to disprove theories that might be wrong. 

A sad fact for scientists as well as mystery re¬ 
searchers . 

Charles Fort himself was (naturally) very scepti¬ 
cal about the scientists inability to see the 
world from his viewpoint. He looked upon them as 
a fraternity with small possibilities to put 
their noses over the wall they had built for 
their own protection (8). 

These are some if the thoughts that linger on you 
after reading the 75 pages thick anniversary is¬ 
sue. An issue crammed with facts and interesting 
thoughts from a wide area. Quality of the texts 
is high and the authors - 23 of them - all well- 
known . 

Charles Forts work, which resulted in four 
books, is now examined and the sources are dusted 
off. The end result will be a new, revised and 
illustrated edition of "The complete books of 
Charles Fort", where there will be an exhaustive 
section of source notes appended. A giant work 
we will have to wait for yet a few years.

Jean-Claude Bourret continues his series of UFO 
books with a fourth, OVNI: L'arm6e parle (UFO: 
the army speaks). As the title indicates, this 
is a study of army documents bearing on UFO phe¬ 
nomena. In the chapter devoted to U.S. military 
authorities, he cites some very interesting WWII 
and post-war documents, hitherto kept secret, 
that incontestably show that the UFO phenomenon 
was taken very seriously by high ranking offi¬ 
cers. A letter was sent by General Marshall in¬ 
forming the President as early as 1942. 

There is also a chapter where Bourret interviews 
the Chilean army corporal, Armando Valdes, who 
was "dematerlallzed" by a UFO in the sight of 
his troop. Naturally, the greater part of the 
book is devoted to French army and police docu¬ 
ments. For the first time, the chief of the Natio¬ 
nal Gendarmery and the president of the National 
Centre of Space Studies, who both supervised the 
first official Inquiry on UFOs in France, have 
admitted UF0:8 are a phenomenon unknown to our 
science . 

A somewhat sensational book. La Chine et les 
Ex t raterrestres (China and the Extraterrestrials) 
by Shi Bo (born in Peking, 1941) fills up a big 
hole in modern UFO literature. As Aim6 Michel 
points out in his preface, this will be the end 
of the typical objection sometimes heard, that 
UF0:s are a Western phenomenon (implying it to 


be purely psychological, some sort of collective 
hysteria in affluent societies), since you never 
heard about them from, say, China. 

But what do we find? The observations gathered 
by Mr Shi Bo from the entire country tally very 
well with the characteristics of the phenomenon 
as we are used to them. The observers were, in 
most cases, simple people, workers, peasants, 
soldiers (one chapter is devoted to army docu¬ 
ments), who had never heard of UF0:s before. 

The book is very well written, in perfect French 
by a Chinese who has never left his country. Edu¬ 
cated diplomat and journalist, Mr Shi Bo was in¬ 
trigued by UFO reports in China and started col¬ 
lecting information, thereby setting up a pri¬ 
vate information network. In a totalitarian com¬ 
munist state! Surprisingly, however, he was given 
great freedom by the authorities. Army officers 
discussed their observations with him freely. 
Scientists showed their interest without fear 
of being rediculed. 

It could be that, in the highest government, 
military and scientific circles in China, they 
are as curious as Shi Bo and secretly encourage 
UFO studies, whoever does them. Alm6 Michel sur¬ 
mises that the Chinese authorities may have deci¬ 
ded that to choose a conspiracy of silence, as 
the authorities have done in the West and in the 
U.S.S.R., may be the worst policy, leading even¬ 
tually to loosing one's face when the true facts 
finally come out, and thus they may have decided, 
one-sidedly, to break the silence at last. 

Whatever the explanation may be, the fact is that 
Shi Bo has succeeded in collecting a wealth of 
information relating to the antiquity of the phe¬ 
nomenon in China, modern reports before 1980, the 
UFO flap in 1981, humanoid and contact stories, 
and answers given by Chinese scientists. There 
are also some interesting photos.

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UFOs in 
the great 
totalitarian 
state

The deep-brown, oriental eyes meassure you for 
ages. It seems. You have a feeling that those 
eyes are trained to send shivers down the spine 
of anyone attempting to do something unfrrlendly 
to the Emplrel You might, for a moment, believe 
you are In the midst of a fanciful AmerIcan-stlie 
MIB story, but In reality you are at the passport 
control at Tallinn seaport, waiting among 2.000 
Finns to enter Estonia, one of the Baltic states 
that Russia enslaved during UWII. Mllltray and 
customs officers here - obviously Imported from 
far-off parts of the gigantic Union - govern the 
borders of Estonia like someone who watches over 
a gold treasure. Your luggage Is searched for any¬ 
thing "subversive”: fruits, Bibles, pornography... 
UFO literature. When you leave It seems Interest 
concentrates on your personal Identity, that you 
are not a Soviet citizen attempting an escape, 
your Identity will be checked three times by bru¬ 
te, staring eyes before you are allowed to board 
the m/s "George Ots", the link to Helsinki, and 
the West. 

During the stay In Tallinn you always have the odd 
feeling of being watched. When you try to start a 
conversation with fellow travellers, who are old 
Estonian refugees since the war years now visiting 
Estonian relatives, you’ll find that they won't 
talk In the hotel restaurant or lobby or hotel 
room, but that they suddenly become very outspoken 
In the open street, or In a Helsinki lobby on your 
way home... You hear from them stories of lacking 
supplies of even the most basic human needs In a 
modern society such as vegetables, toilet paper, 
or appartments for a decent living. 

Of course, a tourist voyage to Estonia (as I made 
in May 1984) can never tell a Westerner of the 
pains endured by ordinary people-ln-the-street un¬ 
der a totalitarian system. JOrl Lina , a young Esto¬ 
nian author and cultural worker, has grown up In 
this atmosphere and Is one of the few people who 
has managed an escape to the West, to tell the sto¬ 
ry. Mr. Lina, Interviewed by HAkan Blomqvlst In one 
of our previous Issues (AFU 23), has written a book 
on "the Soviet threat on Sweden" which seems far 
from fantasy In view of repeated Soviet violations 
of Swedish territory such as a "Whlskey-on-the- 
Rocks", repeated hunts for unknown submarines and 
skin-divers along the coast, plus many espionage 
affairs & rumours of late. 

Now Jurl Lina's book on UFO research In the Soviet 
Union (" UFO-forsknlng 1 Sovjetunlonen ") has recent¬ 
ly been translated Into Swedish. It Is a revised & 
enlarged version of an earlier 1979 Finnish book. 


Private UFO researchers In Russia and Its more or 
less enslaved Union & Satellite states have no easy 
task since UFO Investigation Is regarded as a sus¬ 
picious activity (at least If done by private citi¬ 
zens who try to unite their energies) on par with 
other "superstitions" like parapsychology and reli¬ 
gious thoughts. In the Soviet Union, however, 
there has grown up an unofficial chain of private 
researchers who do a good job of collecting, check¬ 
ing and reporting rumours of UFO Incidents. They 
keep a mutual contact via letters and telephone 
since long voyages within the state are govern¬ 
ment-controlled. Compared to Swedish ufologists 
they seem to do a fairly good Job In view of the 


circumstances. I have a feeling that our Western 
style of living makes us a little lazy and unpro¬ 
ductive compared to what we could achieve If we 
made use of all possibilities available. 

Cut off, however, from the rich flow of (mostly) 
useful Information In the West, Soviet UFO resear¬ 
chers have always displayed a certain nalvlty to¬ 
wards UFO cases & theories. As James Oberg has poln 
ted out many times In his texts Soviet citizens 
have largely been unknowing about the Union's own 
military experiments In air & space. If a sighting 
Is claimed by hundreds - or even thousands - of 
spectators It Is much more likely that It stems 
from an advanced and secret Russaln space experi¬ 
ment than from an extraterrestrial visit by In¬ 
telligent space beings! This nalvlty, or more: 
lack of knowledge - Is reflected In Lina's work 
too. Quite many of the cases he refer to obvious¬ 
ly have a down-to-earth explanation, which Is evi¬ 
dent to anyone who has studied the technical & 
critical works from Hendry, Oberg, or Klass. 

Lina, on the other side of the coin, estimates 
that roughly 50 X of Soviet UFO cases published 
In the West (by obscure sources such as the Na¬ 
tional Enquirer) are more or less fakes! (page 9). 
One of these "cases" that has migrated through 
UFO literature Is the giant cigar, reportedly 
seen over VoronezJ In 1961. Soviet ufologist Vla¬ 
dimir Rubtsov went to VoronezJ but found no wit¬ 
nesses to talk to (page 48). Despite this, Soviet 
researchers have thousands of genuine reports on 
file and Estonian ufologists, alone, have gathered 
almost 200 cases from their small part of the 
Union. 

Although Lina's work on the whole Is a most Inte¬ 
resting expos6 on Soviet ufology I find. In It, 
a few other flaws that -- I admit this -- another 
less critical reviewer might call It's strengths: 

First of all, Lina tends to place UFO's In a seml- 
rellglous context where UFO's ultimately become 
the final lifeline to hold on to. And - of course 
- they are extratterestrlalI No doubt about that

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at all. Lina believes that UFOs have the task of 
drawing our attention to "the tragic conditions 
of things on our planet". Well, maybe the watchful 
Adamskl-type angelic being on page 240 Is at work 
secretly (maybe that's why we've had the unbelie¬ 
vable luck of not having entered a nuclear war, 
so far...??), but neither Lina nor anyone else 
has proven It, so I will remain among the scep¬ 
tics. 


Lina makes a very frank statement comparing Soviet 
and non-Soviet researchers: "The Interesting 
thing Is that while the rest of the world discus¬ 
ses what UFOs may be (hallucinations, natural at¬ 
mospheric phenomena, etc) the Soviet researchers 
have already accepted that the phenomenon Is extra¬ 
terrestrial". In the next sentence, he admits, how¬ 
ever: "This Is why Soviet government doesn't want 
any matter-of-fact results from their research to 
be published". 

A second, very petty detail. Is JUrl's knowledge 
of Swedish, which Is far from perfect, although 
it certainly gives the book an original, foreign 
flavour!! Anyway, 1 think the book would have fa¬ 
red well from a cautious correcting process by a 
native Swede! 


Apart from these minor details, Lina's book Is a 
most welcome newcomer among the Swedish literature 
on "alien aeroforms". Of special Interest are 
Lina's chapters on KOnstantln TslolkovsklJ, the 
Russian rocket pioneer, who died In 1935 but still 
had very advanced thoughts on ET Intelligences and 
their possible motivations; and another chapter 
on the history of UFO research In the Soviet Union 
- which dates back to the 1940s. Today there are 
three, or four, official , semi-official or ama¬ 
teurish Moscow groups trying to research UFO phe¬ 
nomena. In May 1984 yet another government commis¬ 
sion was announced, headed by cosmonaut Popovltj . 

There are many historical reports from the Russian 
empire. Mysterious light phenomena are an Integra¬ 
ted part of Estonian folklore, which Lina documents 
thoroughly In a chapter. Mysterious aerial pheno¬ 
mena were seen during World War I, In the 20s and 
30s, during "the Great Patriotic War", and In 
1946. It's a pity that no details are available on 
Russian reports of the ghost flier kind and from 
the ghost rocket summer of 1946. Hobana & Wever- 
bergh. In their book, mention sightings In Russia 
In May 1946. I am extremely Interested In securing 
more data on this period for my work on Swedish 


UFO history. Such Information would possibly easen 
the general (unfounded, I think) suspicions that 
sightings - In the West - during the 30s and 40s, 
were due to Russian territorial violations. 


The book offers many startling, even absurd, cases 
from all corners of Soviet territory. Nine geolo¬ 
gists In the Ural mountains reportedly died from . 
EM radiation exposure. In 1960, when they observed 
a disc-shaped object. Their tenth colleague was, 
so the very short story says, the sole survivor 
to tell the world (page 28). A strange cigar-sha¬ 
ped object that crashed on the Baltic Island of 
Osel In 1933 or -34 (pages 69-71). 

A metallic object landed near Moscow In 1977 and 
left a 18 meter wide force-field that could be 
felt with your hands. Inside this zone electrical 
as well as mechanical clocks retarded, and there 
was absolutely no background radiation at all to 
measure (pages 161-62). The continued experiences 
of Vladimir Paltsev (see Fortean Times, Issue 33): 
In June 1982 Paltsev's son Alexander was, repor¬ 
tedly, "zapped" by a llghbeam from a UFO and seve¬ 
rely burned. The boy was treated at a military 
hospital near Moscow (pages 185-86). 


Lina's book proves that Russia has exactly the sa¬ 
me spectrum of strange Incidents as the West. UFO 
Incidents cause medical & psychological effects, 
strange ground traces, car stoppages and similar 
effects. Humanoids are seen - Lina reports dozens 
of such cases. Including a few weird contactee ca¬ 
ses . 


This book ought to be translated Into English sin¬ 
ce It would provide a good deal of new Info to an 
International audience, but first , I think, the 
text should be checked against other Western sour¬ 
ces to exclude the very weak cases and also provide 
critical Russian assessments of the seemingly many 
faked Russian cases published by American & south 
European sources. The bibliography on Russian UFOs 
& ufology In this Issue, continued from AFU 23, 
would provide quite many pieces for such a puzzle! 

Anyway, thank you JUrl for a well-done job! I sug¬ 
gest that everyone who has the slightest Interest 
In ufology buy this book to help support JUrl's 
Initiative.

For many years now, there has been a link estab¬ 
lished between Scandinavian ufologists and a chain 
of Sovlet-Russlan UFO researchers associated with 
the A.Popov Society In Moscow. The Moscow group Is 
headed by Vladi mir Azhazha (oceanographer, chair¬ 
man), Cindll Is (vice chairman) and Nikita A . 

Schnee (secretary, photographed In the vignette 
to this artIc1e) . 

The situation In Russia being as It Is, with seve¬ 
re restrictions on Internal travel and other com¬ 
munications, the group has largely been forced to 
establish Its contacts via mall and telephone 
with Its dozens of correspondents In the cities 
across the Soviet empire. The link to the West 
goes via telephone, mall and direct visits to the 
USSR by Western ufologists. This whole activity 
balances on a thin line. Mr. Schnee has - repea¬ 
tedly - been summoned by the public prosecutor 
In Moscow and warned. His letters and cards 
to the West never reach their addressee. 

From what we have seen Russian ufologists have se¬ 
vere obstacles to work against and It Is a wonder 
that so much Information filters through. We have 
asked Mr. Schnee and his colleagues for their com¬ 
ments on a few UFO cases published by European & 
American sources. 

o Case of the forest rangers "blasted by a bizar¬ 
re ray** (National Enquirer, r982-04-06 and AFU 24, 
pp 10-11). The Azhazha group has a local corre¬ 
spondent In the Karelia but he had never heard of 
this case. No other ufologist Schnee knew had 
heard of It, either. This obviously Includes Mr. 
Schnee's colleague Vladimir Azhazha, whose name 
was mentioned no less than eight times In the NE 
article and was the "Informant" to which the case 
was attributed. "It is completely safe to say that 
the case is a hoax". Messrs Gris & Parmlter have 
been caught red-handed, I think. 

o Case of the Soviet shi p and a UFO coming out of 
the sea (NE, 1983-03-30, AFU 24>. Mr. Schnee af- 
firms that this Is a genuine case. Azhazha has in¬ 
terviewed the witness himself. The name of the 
ship was "Vladimir Vobyrov" (not "Vladimir Vo¬ 
robyev" as stated In NE), and It Is a research 
vessel. The scientific leader of the expedition 
was a certain professor Platonov, according to 
Mr. Schnee. (It must be emphasized that a lot of 
disinformation exists concerning Soviet ships & 
shipping. In par t icular concerning "research ves¬ 
sels" which are often employed In espionage and 
Intelligence work). 

o Case of the "space baby" (NE 1983-11-22, artic¬ 
le by Parmlter & Gris, also In Blld (German paper) 
1983-11-14). Claim of a UFO crash on July 14,1983 



near Frunze. An egg-shaped three-feet capsule was 
found and In It scientists, allegedly, found a 
weird-looking, one-year child alive. Eleven weeks 
later, however, the "space-baby" died. The Azhazha 
correspondent In Frunze had no local Information 
on this case - probably it Is a hoax. (On the ot¬ 
her hand, news on such an Incident - If It happen¬ 
ed- would hardly reach the Russian public-at-lar¬ 
ge ... ) 

o The Borlsgleb s k case (UFO-Sverlge Aktuellt 3/ 

83 where the case Is attributed to a book by Ita¬ 
lian ufologist Alberto Fenogllo). This was first 
thought to be a part-hoax/part-genulne case by 
the USSR researchers, but later It seems that It 
has been accepted as probably genuine. It Is not 
reported to the Azhazha group but may have a foun¬ 
dation of truth. In short, it concerns Vladimir 
Paltsev (who had another encounter with humanoids 
on June 17, 1975) and his son Aleksander. At noon 
on June 20, 1982 they spotted a pancake-llke disc 
that came within 150 meters of them. Vladimir ma¬ 
naged to take a picture of his son watching the 
saucer, but moments later the son was hit by a la- 
ser-llke beam. He was thrown to the ground and has 
since been treated at a military hospital for se¬ 
vere burns and numbness In his arms and hands. A 
special mllltaiy unit meassured a strong radioac¬ 
tivity level In the area. All Insects were gone 
and plants died. 

The Azhazha group released. In 1984, three land¬ 
ing reports which appear on pages 194-198 of Jtlrl 
Lina's new book in Swedish. They occurred on June 
13 and 14, 1980 and In March 1981. Unfortunately, 
AFU Newsletter has no space for detailed transla¬ 
tions of these and other unpublished Soviet cases 
as much as we would have liked to spread the word.

1 Januarl 1984 och kostnaden for denna (ca 4.800 kr) 
mdste belasta bade 1983 och 1984 drs verksamheter. 
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AFUs arbete kommer, efter diskussioner i styrelsen 
1 bOrJan av 1984, alltmer att Inrlktas pd Idngslktl- 
ga projekt av dokumentar art. Utgivningen av AFU 
Newsletter kommer darfor att minskas till ett nummer 
per Ar, som utges omkrlng varje Arssklfte. Fanns 
stdrre redaktlonella resurser skulle vi med gladje 
ge ut nyhetsbladet oftare. (Det Intressanta materi¬ 
al vi standigt mottar skulle racks till mAnadsutgiv- 
ning, minst, men dA skulle vi inte fA nAgon tid 
Over for att utveckla arkivet och vAra egna forsk- 
ningar...) 

Vi fOrsOker att lokalisera och kontakta samlare av 
UFO-litteratur, pressurklipp, tidskrifter, ljudband 
m.m. Vi tycker det ar viktigt att informers om moj- 
ligheten att till AFU donera material som ej anvands 
I november 1983 mottog AFU en mycket vardefull gAva 
av C.0.Holmquist och flera andra, mindre gAvor har 
ocksA infogats i AFU:s huvudsamling. 

Vi intresserar oss vidare for att historiskt doku- 
mentera UFO-utvecklingen, framfOrallt i Sverige. 
Sverige spelar internationellt en mycket intressant 
roll genom en lAng rad intressanta narobservationer 
och ett antal tidiga observationsvAgor av oidentifi- 
erade fenomen i lufthavet, samt tidiga militara un- 
dersOkningar av dessa fenomen. Vi fOrsOker att Oka 
vetandet om dessa betydelsefulla handelser genom 
undersOkningar, intervjuer, studier i offentliga 
arkiv och av mikrofilmade tidningar. Syftet ar att 
i AFU:s arkiv samla och, i framtiden, publicera 
resultaten av dessa forskningar. Detta arbete mAste 
dock ses pA lAng sikt eftersom det bedrivs pA vAr 
f ritid. 


Boksamlingen katalogiserades, som namnts, under 
Aret och bestod i dec. 1983 av 1.163 olika tit- 
lar. Ett nytt klassifikationssystem, Ufocode , med 
15 huvudklasser och cirka 500 amnesrubriker, infor- 
des i samband med katalogiseringen efter genomgAng 
av innehAllet i varje bok. Klassifikationssystemet, 
som ar fOrberett for datoriserad informationssOk- 
ning, har vackt stort internationellt intresse och 
kan komma att vidareutvecklas via en internationell 
arbetsgrupp med representanter frAn USA, England, 
Italian och Vasttyskland. I bOrjan av 1984 har AFUs 
bokkatalog datoriserats sA att amnessOkning nu ar 
mOjlig via cirka 1.000 olika "ingAngar". 

Antalet lAn , framst av bOcker, ur bibliotekets sam- 
iingar uppgick till 172 (f.A. 175), vartill kommer 
ett antal forskningsuppdrag och kopieringar ur sam- 
lingarna.
